Stefan Mila of Victorian club Polonia is 
our Ametco Travel-State League Player of 
the Year. 


Mila, recently included in the Victorian team to meet New 
York Cosmos at Olympic Park on October 17, wins a trip to the 
English F.A. Cup final or a European country of his choice, 
flying Thai International. 

With just one State League round remaining, Mila has an 
unassailable Jead in our award, Closest challenger Paul Dri- 
noczky has two league games left. His club, Frankston City, 
take on Northcote at Centenary Park tomorrow (Thursday) in 
a re-scheduled league game, then squares up to Doveton at the 
weekend, but Drinoczky cannot overtake Mila in the voting. 

The 31-year-old Polonia sweeper was brought to Australia 
earlier this year and has made an immediate impact on the 
State League scene. He has an outstanding record in Polish soc- 
cer. 

Mila switched from Gwardia Koszalin to Polish First Divi- 
sion club Gwardia Warsaw in 1976 and always has beena first- 
team player. At Gwardia Warsaw he commonly was used as a 
Stopper. His central defensive partner, Szymanowski, played 
right back for Poland in the 1974 World Cup finals in West 
Germany. 

Mila was selected in the Polish Olympic squad to prepare for 
the 1980 Moscow Olympics. Although the Poles failed to qualify 
the talented Mila played 12 official games with the squad aleng- 
side Smolarek, Buncol, Kupcewicz and Mlynarczwk who all 
played with distinction for Poland in this year’s World Cup 
finals in Spain. 

Polonia coach Kaz Kowalec first used Mila as a forward in 
State League but was unhappy with the lack of service given 
Mila. Kowalec switched him into midfield then finally to sweep- 
er, the role in which he has shone. However Kowalec has 2 tip 
for the state team selectors: 

“I think to get the greatest benefit out of Mila he must be 
used in a central midfield role for Victoria He's tough as well 
as skilful. Use him as a destroyer in midfield and you'll see him 
at his best.’’

to settle in 
Supreme Court? 


Frankston City is seeking legal advice and considering a 
Supreme Court challenge to last week's VSF appeals 
board ruling which sent the a te es deeper into ahe re- 


legation zone. 


Frankston beat Polonia 
at Centenary Park on Sat- 
urday, August 21. Polonia 
then protested over the eli- 
gibility of Graham Tutill, 
lost the protest, appealed 
and won its case. The 
Polish sponsored club was 
awarded the points and 
given a 3-0 scoreline. 


Frankston probably will 
lodge an official complaint 
with the VSF over the 
composition of the appeals 
board. According to 
Frankston spokesman Les 
Smith the VSF constitution 
states that members of the 
appeals board cannot be 
members, officials or 
players of clubs affiliated 
with the VSF. Smith be- 
lieves that at least one, 
possible two, members of 
the appeals board are offi- 
cially involved with VSF 
member clubs. . Should 
Frankston successfully 
press home this point then 
a new appeals board may 
have to be convened and 
the Baysiders may gain 
precious time to examine 
at length the possibility of 
io action against the 
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Frankston City claims 
that it never received writ- 
ten notification of Tutill 
having accumulated 12 
penalty points and being 
automatically suspended 
for the week of the Polonia 
game. 


“Tutill had 12 points up 
on June 27. The VSF 
claims that it posted noti- 
fication of his one match 


suspension on August 16. ~

tered address as appearing 
in the register of member 
clubs.’’

Clause 110 states: Any 
notice, if served by post, 
shall be deemed to have 
been served on the day fol- 
lowing that upon which it 
is put in the post and in 
proving such service it 
shall be sufficient to prove 
that the letter containing 
the notice was properly ad- 
dressed and put into the 
post office as a pre-paid 
Jetter.”’ 


Polonia successfully 
argued that if its appeal 
wasn’t upheld the feder- 
ation would be setting a 
precedent for any member 
club to claim that it never 
received any mail in a 
whole host of matters. The 
potential for abuse ob- 
viously is enormous. 


It is however strange 
that one of Frankston’s

Wanderers player and 
recommended Miranda to an 
old Wolves team mate, Mike 
Bailey, manager of Charlton 
at the time.

Miranda arrived in Aust- 
ralia :in June last year to. 
visit his brother. He turned 
up. on Makedonia’s doorstep 
and although he wasn't 
match, fit impressed most 
onlookers during a friendly 
game against Hakoah. 

He left Australia five 
weeks, returned after Make- 
donia gained a temporary 
visa for him and signed a two 
year contact. 

His first taste of PSL 
soccer came when Make- 
donia and Footscray 
J.U.S.T. played in a two 
legged $2,000 challenge 
match at the end of last 
year. 

“The national league in 
South Africa is of a higher 
standard than the PSL. The 


blacks back home are very 
skilful and they have been a 
big asset to the game. Now 
that South African soccer is 
multi racial it has improved 
tremendously. F.LF.A. still 
has a ban on South Africa but 
maybe that will change when 
people realise that South Af- 
rican soccer truly is a multi 
racial sport. Then again 
maybe some people don’t 
want to think that. I don’t 
want to get involved m dis- 
cussing the politics of the sit- 
uation but take it from me, 
back home the game is multi 
racial. 

“Imports don't make as 
big as an impact in South 
Africa as they used to. We've 
had Kevin Keegan, Viv An- 
derson and George Best over 
there arid the Chariton broth- 
ers, Bobby and Jack, holding 
clinics but the incidence of 
imported players has 

ped.”’

Miranda lined-up against 
Sydney City Hakoah in 
Makedonia’s opening PSL 
game this season but was 
dropped by the third round. 
**From then on things just 
didn’t seem to go right for 
me. When George McMillan 
went overseas I was picked 
at centre half against Sydney 
Olympic at home. I consider 
that +1 win to be our best 
performance of the year. We 
all had jobs to.do that day. I 
was marking Mark Koussas 
and to be honest I was dis- 
appointed by him. After 
about 10 minutes he just 
didn’t want to know. He 
didn't get involved. I'd heard 
a lot about him and at that 













stage he was one of the lead- 
ing scorers in the PSL.”” 

Miranda came here prim- 
arily as a midfielder but 
right now if coach Peter Ol- 
lerton threw the goalkee- 
per’s jumper at him Miranda 
probably would accept. 

“Tl play anywhere. I 
prefer midfield though. You 
tend to be going forward and 

back rather than having a 
specific marking job to do. 
I'm not afraid of working out 
on the field. I'll run all day if 
I have to and in midfield 
you're much more involved. 

“T’ve learned a lot from 
Peter Ollerton and assistant 
coach Alan Whittle. It would 
be different if they were just 
ordinary players who hadn’t 
done much but they've got 
great playing records. 
They're the type of guys you 
can look up to and learn from 
their experience.” 

Regionalisation is one of 
the favorite topics of Aus- 
tralian soccer and Miranda 
has definite views on the 
subject. 

. Regionalisation is a 
great idea. Just look at the 
crowds we've had when 
we've played other Mel- 
bourne sides. We played Hei- 
delberg at Heidelberg and 
had at least 5,000 there and 
we had a similar crowd when 
we played Hellas at Preston. 

“If we had a southern 
region then we’d have more 
Victorian State League clubs 
in the league. I’ve got no 
doubts that every Melbourne 
based PSL club would be far 
better off. We just don’t get 
the same crowds against 
interstate teams.”’ 

Makedonia came within 
an ace of getting into the top 
four this year, its second in 
the PSL. No doubt the club 
has high expectations for the 
1983 season. 

“We don’t splash our 
money about like South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. David Jones 
is the only big money signing 
we've had this year. Graham 
Fox, Steve Potter and 
George Todorovski didn’t 
cost the club much so we've 
done really well. 


“I just hope that I figure 
in the club’s plans for the 
1983 season.’

The Merilon Trophy, for which the Soc- 
ceroos will compete next month, was borne 
out of Singapore's thirst for international

Traditionally Singapore has 
played in the Malaysian Cup 
tournament, along with the 
Malaysian states, the Ma- 
laysia Armed Forces selection 
and Brunei. 


This year however the FA of 
Malaysia decreed that Sing- 
apore and Brunei, as indepen- 
dent nations, had no right to 
participate in their domestic 
competition. 

Thus Singapore found their 
fixture list reduced by a min- 
imum of 15 matches. 


Games against visiting 
overseas teams and tours 
quickly were organised, how- 
ever it was realised that the 
staging of an annual tourna- 
ment was essential to main- 
tain interest for players and 
supporters in the island state. 


Already three of Singapore's

The Singaporeans hope to at- 
tract at least two other en- 
trants, their major targets 
being the People’s Republic of 
China and a leading Brazilian 
state combination. 


The cup will be staged in the- 


magnificent 60,000 capacity 
National Stadium, which al- 
ready has been the site for 
Olympic and World Cup quali- 
fying games. 

The Singapore federation is 
confident that the Merilon 
Trophy will rank alongside 
Malaysia's Merdeka Cup, the 
South Korean President’s Cup 
and the King of Thailand's Cup 
as the most prestigious of 
Asia’s annual tournaments.

Vest good PR man, Re a

in a recently published book entitied ““New 


Zealand's World Cup — The Inside Story”, 
Kiwi coach John Adshead reveals that he 
sought the position of coach of the Australian 


national team in 1975. 

At the time Adshead was enjoying a great deal of success in 
charge of the Western Australian State side and considered him- 
self a strong contender for the Socceroo post which eventually 
went to Brian Green. 

Shortly afterwards, feeling that the WA job no longer held any 
challenges, he resigned. It was his successor, Alan Vest, who sug- 
gested a move to New Zealand, as no worthwhile offers had been 
received from the eastern states of Australia. 

Adshead therefore gained great pleasure from last year’s 
match at the Sydney Cricket Ground, particularly when victory 
had been sealed: ‘To sit back there with eight minutes to go on 
the clock, on a lovely sunny day in total command of a game, gave 
me a feeling I can hardly describe. It felt so marvellous looking at 
Rudi (Gutendorf), who was crouched forward all anxious and 
agitated.” 

The book also discloses a personality clash between New Zea- 
land’s assistant coach Kevin Fallon and Preston Makedonia goal- 
keeper Richard Wilson, particularly after the 2 — 2 draw in Ku- 
wait, when Fallon blamed Wilson for the Arabs’ last-minute 
equaliser. 

Adshead states: *‘Richard has what I would call a tempera- 
ment problem. He was put under tremendous pressure before 
going to Spain and suffered mental stress.” 

Other figures discussed in the book include: 

Alan Vest: ‘‘Personable, a skilled PR man and great motiva- 
tor.’" . 

Tommy Docherty (when in Auckland for opening World Cup 
game): “‘His attention only confused the Australian players be- 
cause they didn’t know who to listen to next. They were getting all 
this advice without ever knowing the facts.”” 

Rudi Gutendorf: ‘“‘He came over, patted me on the shoulder, 
put on a face and said: ‘A tremendous performance. I think your 
lads did well for you.” As he wandered off I remember Jooking at 
him and thinking ‘you poor beggar — you’ve blown it.’ I did feel 
for him then.” 

Julius Re (former Western Australian Federation president): 
A radical visionary who put Perth on the international soccer 
map while the ASF was still struggling for an identity. A man of 
foresight, enterprise and entreprenurial flair."
